MAY SUPERVISE FINANCES 
OF DOMINICAN REPUBLIC.

HT WIRE.) 


ASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—<Ameri- 
can Minister Russell at Santo 
Domingo has been instructed to 
ascertain whether the Dominican peo- 
ple desire the aid of the United States 
in rehabilitating the republic’s finances 
through a plan similar to that recently 
put into effect in Haiti. No definite 
report is expected until the regular 
session of the Dominican Congress be- 
gins in February. 

The proposal contemplates super- 
vision by the United States of the 
financial branches of the Dominican 
government and rehabilitation of the 
little republic's finances through a for- 
eign loan of $5,000,000. A proposal 
to seek the backing of the United 


States in securing such a loan is now 


pending before the Dominican Con- 
and Minister Russell is said 
to have intimated to officials at Santo 
Domingo that no such support need 
be expected unless this government 
had definite guarantees of the stabili- 
ty of Dominican finances. 

Officials here have pointed out that 
adoption of the proposal for supervi- 
sion depends entirely epon the desires 
of Santo Domingo.

ADMINISTRATION PLANS. 
A F. NIGHT WIRE) 
| WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—Plans of 
the administration to prevent or pun- 
ish violation of American neutrality 
were discussed today at a conference 
attended by Secretary of State Lan- 
sing, Atty.-Gen. Gregory, Postmaster- 
Genera] Burleson, Secretary Garrison 
of the War Department, and Secre-

men 
The conference was held in Secre- 


Wilson, who declared in his 
message that measures should be 
taken at once to crush out attempts 
to violate the neutrality of the United 
States. 

It was said tonight there had been 
no conflict between the various de- 
partments in investigation of neu- 
trality violations, but rather a failure 
to co-ordinate and co-operate, which 
resulted to the disadvantage of the 
Department of Justice in prosecuting 
punishable offenses and handicapped 
the State Department in its diplo- 
matic relations with various bellig- 
erent countries, 

Phere was said to be no present 
idem, to attempt to consolidate the 
work of detection under any one de- 
partment or any one head. The 
agents of each department are held 
to be peculiarly fitted for the line of 
work they are called upon to do, 
whether involving violations of sta- 
tutes relating to purely domestic mat- 
ters, or those relating to offenses 
which have no international aspect. 

No specific cases or circumstances 
were before the Cabinet officers to- 
day, the discussion being devoted to 
the general subject. 

Every member of the offictal fam- 
ily present today is directly con- 
cerned in preventing neutrality viola- 
tions. The Postoffice Department wi 
its corps of inspectors, the Treasu 
Department, through the secret serv- 
woe, and the Department of Justice 
through its bureau of investigation, 
are equipped to detect any offense of 
this character. As recently announced 
by the Attorney-General, the facts 
gathered by agents other than those 
of the Department of Justice will be 
turned over to that department for ac- 
tion, but each branch of the govern- 
ment will look into any suspicious cir- 
cumstances coming to its notice, and 
where there ig ground for further ac- 
tion it will be taken promptly. 

Within the next few weeks, Mr. 
Gregory is expected to bring to the 
attention of Congress the need of ad- 
ditional legislation to safeguard the 
nation’s neutrality. Suggestions have 
been made to him for one hundred 
amendments to existing laws which 
officials who have investigated think 
Will cover the entire ground, and 
which, tt on the statute books at pres- 
ent, could be used to prosecute many 
offenders escaping because of lack of 
laws under which prosecution can 
brought.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8-—Radical 
changes in the income tax to reach 
thousands not now subject to its pro- 
visions and to improve the machinery 
of collection were suggested to Con- 
greas today in the annual report of 
Secretary McAdoo as means by which 


the greater of the additional 
revenue needed to pay for the ad- 
ministration national defense plans 
can de provided. The Secretary pro- 
posed to lower the exemption limits 


ting so as to tax married persons with in- 


as low as $3000, and single 
persons with $2000 incomes. The ex- 
emptions now are $4000 and $3000 re- 
spectively. 

Increases in the collection forces, a 
requirement that returns must be 
made of gross income in place of net 
income, and a change so that the tax 
shall not be withheld at the source, 
were amo Mr. McAdoo’s other sug- 
gestions. e made no estimate of 
the number of persons who might be 
taxed if the amendments were adopted 
nor the amount that might be ex- 
pected, but in connection with his re- 
quest for a larger collection force he 
pointed out that examination of the 
past personal and corpor tion returns 
showed that 63 r cent. of those in- 
spected disc] that additional tax 
was due the government. On the 
basis of the examinations, the Secre- 
tary says that epparently more than 
$4, 300,00 000 in personal tax and more 
than $20,891,000 in corporation tax

LAW EVASIONS. 

“Many inaccurate returns are 
made,” said the report, “some deliber- 
ately and some ignorantly, and there 
are without doubt, wholesale evasions 
ot the law throughout the country.

SUSTAINS LOWER COURT.

Probably 
never before was such a representa- 
tion of all classes in attendance at 
a murder trial. There were men and 
women, who, in the vernacular of the 
street, looked like a “million dollars.” 
They were from some of the best 
homes in Los Angeles, some of them 
being club women and business men. 
Then in contrast, were men in tattered 
clothing and women in shabby dress. 
Socialists and I.W.W. agitators were 
to be found brushing against people 
— refinement, culture and high stand- 


The appearance of the crowd 
seemed only to enthuse the witness. 
Apparently realizing the im t 
features of his testimony, he would 
emphasize such parts with his voice 
and often by gesture. It seemed to be 
his determination to drive 
truth of hie terrible story. Through 
out the recital he frequently men- 
tioned that the life of a dynamiter 
was always distasteful to him and 
blamed his career to circumstances. 

“McManigal was considered the 
most remarkable witness that ever 
testified before a Federal jury in In- 
dianapolts,” said Special Prosecutor 
Noel. “He certainly has a wonderful 
mind, but K le a characteristic of the 
family. I remember when his cousin, 
a mere slip of a girl, took the stand. 
She recalied Important facts and dates 
by such Incidents as having cut her 
finger or having worn a new dress for 
the first time.

Fals wife will be called as a witness. 
She deserted him following his arrest, 
but recently a reconciliation was ef- 
fected and it is believed more than 
probable that she will be asked to cor- 
roborate some of her husband's story.

OBILIZE BY 
MOTOR TRUCK. 


Putting the Seventh Regi- 
ment, N.G.C., on a war footing 
for two days, orders were issued 
yesterday by Col. W. G. Schrei- 
ber for the mobilizing of all 
companies in this city the 18th 
inst., for movement by motor 
truck to San Diego.

He dwells upon the advantages 
of such a law, but he does not meet the 
Objections to it, and he does not suggest 
the unloosing of the strangle clutch which 
the La Follette bill placed upon the throat 
of Pacific Ocean commerce. 

Mr. Wilson does not propose to restore 
the government to the solvency which it 
enjoyed under Republican rule. He does 
not propose to remedy the present deficien- 
cy between the nation’s income and outgo 
by giving heed to the eleventh plank of the 
Baltimore platform on which he was elect 
ed, which says— 

“We denounce the profligate waste of 
money wrung from the people by oppressive 


taxation through the lavish appropriations, 


Ste., which have kept taxes high and re- 
duced the purchasing power of the people's 
toll. We demand a return to simplicity and 
economy, etc., and a reduction in the num- 
ber of useless offices, the salaries of which 
drain the substance of the people.” 

Instead of economy in expenditure and 
decrease in taxation, Mr. Wilson proposes 
to sell $222,000,000 of Panama bonds. He 
proposes to increase the revenue from 
the income tax dy subjecting to _ its 
provisions people of small incomes who 
are now exempt. He proposes to tax 
gasoline and automobiles and bank checks 
and pigiron and fabricated iron and 
‘steel. He does not suggest that a considera- 
ble income might be derived by taxing 
births, marriages, deaths, cremation fur- 
naces, cemeteries and other unavoidable in- 
cidents of life and death. 

The President makes a passing sugges 
tion about continuing an import duty of 1 


cent per pound on sugar, but he says not 


one kind word for the producers of wool or 
lumber or cattle or agricultural commod!- 
tles; nor yet does he propose to ald the 
of textiles and the hammerers of 
iron protecting them from the cheap la- 
bor of the Buropeans who will pour into 
this country at the conclusion of the war. 

Men and women of all parties will indorse 
the President's denunciation of those hy- 
phenated Americans who have poured the 
poison of disloyalty into the very arteries 
of our. national life; who have sought to 
bring the authority and good name of our 
government into contempt; to destroy our 
industries wherever they thought it effective 
for their vindictive purposes to strike at 
them, and to debase our politics to the uses 
of foreign intrigue. Their number is not 
great as compared with the whole number 
of those sturdy hosts by which our nation 
has been enriched in recent generations out 
of virile foreign stocks; but it is great 
enough to have brought deep disgrace upon 
us and to have made it necessary that we 
should promptly make use of processes of 
law by which we may be purged of their 
corrupt distempers.” 

Rhetorically the message was as well con- 
structed as might have been expected from 
a president of Princeton College. But it 
adds little to the sum of human knowledge 
and little that may prove of advantage to 
the American people. 


Suge CASE OF WINSTON CHURCHILL. 
The Rt. Hon. Winston Churchill, now 
serving as a major in the trenches, ex-First 
Lord of the Admiralty, when he was in su- 
preme control of the biggest navy in the 
world at the beginning of the biggest war 
in the world; ex-journalist and author; a 
soldier in many campaigns, war correspond- 
ent, grandson of the seventh Duke of Mar- 
borough, ex-Home Secretary, a brilliant and 
many-sided statesman and adventurer, finds 
himeelf at the age of 41 a disappointed man. 

His case is not unlike that of Theodore 
Roosevelt, oace a public hero, high in pow- 
er, occupying daily columns in the news- 
papers, and now relegated to comparative 
oblivion, counsel unsought, advice unheeded. 

When he resigned the sinecure of the 
Duchy of Lancaster, a Cabinet position with- 
out portfolio, be made a long explanation in 
Parliament. A brilliant orator, he made 
out for himself a glittering defense and ap- 
peared as a holy martyr, misunderstood, 
misrepresented, unappreciated. So manly 
and plausible his explanation that more 
than half dis colleagues were stirred with 
righteous sympathy, and the Prime Minister

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and Bonar Law each felt called upon to 
rise and pay him gracious tribute. 

If their tributes were sincere, it is obvi- 
ous he is but a victim of his own brilliance. 
Indeed, it becomes evident that he has been 
sacrificed on the altar of Lord Fisher's pre 
udices, with whom, as First Sea Lord, he 
came in constant conflict, fot, it appears, on 
questions of strategy or policy, but from 
natural personal antipathy. It was a con- 
flict between age and youth—and age won. 

While every expedition undertaken while 
he was in office was duly agreed to by all 
the experts in writing, as Parliament has 
admitted, the defense of Antwerp, the Dar- 
danelles, etc., he, as supreme head of the 
navy at the time, is blamed for each and 
every failure. 

But, as usual, he has done the dramatic 


{ thing. By magnificently, humbly, volunteer- 


ing to join the regiment in France, insisting 
that his one desire is to serve his country 
in whatever capacity offers, declining to 
sulk in safe retirement, public opinion is 
surely rallying to his side, and he will not 
be Winston Churchill if he does not succeed 
in staging a new war drama with himself 
as leading gentleman. But one scarcely en- 
vies Sir John French his brilliant recruit. 
It must be almost more embarrassing to 
have an ex-First Lord of the Admiralty un- 
der one’s command than a royal prince. 
There is no question of his bravery, dis

He achieved prodigious things in command 
of a small handful of men, was wounded and 
left for dead on the desert, managed by al- 
most superhuman endurance to drag him- 
self back to the regiment—and then took a 
newspaper correspondent aside and quite 
frankly asked for a first-class “write-up.” 
In fact, he means every virtue he possesses 
to be a visible X * It is impossible to 
imagine such lime self-confidence rele- 
gated to oblivion for long. ‘If he is killed 
in battle it will be a melodramatic event 
that will ensure him a monument in history. 
But he is much more likely to win a V.. 
and return to multiplied power in the post- 
bellum Cabinet. ‘ 


APANESE PIERPONT MORGAN. 

Baron Teichi Shibusawa attended the 
close of the exposition at San Francisco and 
will spend several days in Los Angeles and 
other American cities before returning to 
Japan. The Baron is now 75 years of age 
and this is his third trip to America. He 
was in Los Angeles six years ago as the 
head of an honorary commercial commis- 
sion appointed by the Japanese government, 
and on the occasion of that visit he was 
tremendously interested by the Imperial 
Valley production of cotton. This wise old 
man of the East, with his millions of dol- 
lars and his interests extending in almost 
every direction of his own country’s com- 
merce, his been one of the most cordial 
advocates in Japan of a generous foreign 
policy. It is a curious fact that when a 
very young man he was distinctly on the 
other side of the fence. It was only when 
sent to France for one or two years of 
special training that he became convinced 
that the Shogunate government had made 
no blunder in dealing freely with Commo- 
dore Perry’s country. When Japan felt the 
need of a banking system it was Baron 
Shibusawa who put one into force in 1872, 
modeling the National Bank of Japan after 
that of the United States. Then he re- 
signed from the government and has been 
in private life for forty-five years. He made 


a vast fortune and {fs perhaps the only man 
in Japan who was ever made a nobleman 
for individual commercial success. He has 
not only made money, but has proved him- 
self to be a true philanthropist, having es- 
tablished and supported schools, hospitals, 
orphanages and reformatories. While al- 


ways refusing to reenter the Cabinet, he 
has constantly advised with the statesmen 
of his country. It would seem, therefore, 
that Japan is perfectly capable of producing 
its own Carnegie, Morgan and Rockefeller, 
and it also appears that these are the men 
who have more to do with the friendship of 
nations than those whé seem to have the 
‘reins of government in their hands.

Would not steamship companies soon teach 
would-be imaniquante to read and write their 


basis, dealing equally with all races and 
providing for a rapid education and Amer 
ieanization of all who settle in this country?

EXPLOSION IN SALT LAKE. 


A.: He told me that he had set the 
explosion at the Salt Lake Hotel, and 
while he was there he met the busi- 
ness agent of the Salt Lake local, who 
was Munsey. That at the time the 
explosion occurred Munsey was in the 
Blue Ribbon cigar stand, about two 
blocks away from the scene of the 
explosion, and that he says he came 
damn near knocking Brigham Young 
om the statue out there—the monu- 
ment——with the explosion. And while 
he was there that the telephone rang 
and I answered it and it was Hockin, 
and he came over to my house. He 
then repeated the same thing that he 
had told me before—that about him 
having an explosion in Salt Lake City, 
and so on. Then Hockin called me 
out in the kitchen and told me that 
he had a man over to—the St. Louis 
business agent over at St. Louis, Mo., 
had been over there and found there 
had been an explosion there, two of 
them.

A.: He said that -Munsey was 
about two blocks away from the scene 
of the explosion, at the Blue Ribbon 
cigar store.

“Every one of these coolies who 
leaves his home in China pledges his 
very life to repay every cent of the 
money advanced by wealthy syndicates 
in China and America. He is a slave 
in every sense of the word untl that 
money is repaid by long hours of 
hard ¢ofl at low wages. 

“The money that ts paid to get 
these men -into Amertean territory 
should go teward paying living wages 
to American workmen. Our national 
honor depends upon the enforcement 
of immigration laws, as in all other 
laws. Nations and individuals must re- 
spect our laws This boat was bullt 
not only to break up Chinese slavery 
in America, but to uphold our na- 
tional honor.”
